Beoause Hennel Is the 4nly surviving member of the 
Ssalasl cabinet, he claims to be the lightful -‘fuehrer* of Hungary. 

3. In Source's opinion, Hennel Is utterly lacking In leadership 
r qualities. He it of mediocre Intelligence, bigoted, quick-tempered 

and apt to lose self-control easily. He has no initiative but 
seeks to Impose his own will on others rather than to accept 
guidance. Most Arrow-^ross sympathizers would accept Hennel ae 
their leader but only as something of a figurehead. The men who 
staunchly support hla art fanatics who believe blindly in his 
policies. He claims to have some 3,#0t followers in 'Sxstela; 

Source believes that 300 would be a more accurate figure, 

A group of thirty men was chosen to act as an advisory 
council but, characteristically, Hennel never called a meeting of 
the council. He Is convinced that the Western powers will in 
time be brought to the inevitable conclusion that the only working 
social order is one based on Szalasl's principles. Because he 
believes the Western powers will sooner or later seek his cooperatlor 
he has made no move to build up foreign contacts on his own. At 
whatever time he Is approached by the Western governments, he plans 
to demand acknowledgement of him position asle&der of a political 
p&vty and assurances that in due time he will berecognlzed as 
Hungary's legal head, 

|, The "official N publication of the Hungarlsta Movement Is 
"Ut es Cel*, a periodical published In Graz by Parkas SKETCH, a 
British and American Intelligence source. Sreter reportedly disa- 
pproves of H?NNEI's leadership but feels that he ie honor-bougd to 
support Hennel. The Hennel faction finances its activities through 
▼obuntary contributions from its members; the activities are limited 
however to occasional meetings and publication of "Ut es Cel.*
